OTTAWA — Acting prime 
minister MitcheU Sharp says 
no decision has been reached 
about whether to introduce 
permanent legislation to re¬ 
place the temporary Public 
Order Emergency Measures 
Act. which expires April 30. 

Sharp indicated Monday 
that the government would 
not make a decision until it 
has established what the con- 
iensn* of Parliament is on the 
subject 


'Hie government has 
pledged to set aside time 
before the end of the current 
Session to debate the subject 
of special powers to deal with 
civil unrest. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
first made the pledge after his 


government invoked the War 
Measures Act in October. He 
reiterated the pledge after 
Parliament passed tlie Tem¬ 
porary Measures Act. 

Sharp told Opposition Leader 
Robert Stanfield in the Com¬ 
mons that a decision “has not 
yet been reached” about the 
manner in which the matter 
will be put before the Com¬ 
mons. 


A date has not yet been set 
for the debate, but the acting 
prime minister said it would 
be scheduled for ihe “near 
future.” 

In reply to other questions 
from former prime minister 
John Diefenbaker, Sharp re¬ 
iterated that the government 
does not intend to withdraw 
the Temporary Measures Act. 

The acting prime minister 
said, however, that it was 
“not necessarily” the govern¬ 


ments intention to keep the 
Public Order Act in effect 
until such time as some form 
of permanent legislation has 
been brought before Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The Public Order Act will 
remain in effect until April 30 
this year, unless it is revoked 
before that time. At present, 
even though the act remains 
in effect, the powers it 
provides are not being fully 
employed 


Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa's cabinet decided 
last week to recommend 
continuance of the act, but to 
recommend to police forces 
that the powers under the act 
be employed only in excep¬ 
tional cases. For the most 
part, the continuing investiga¬ 
tion of terrorism in Quebec 
will be carried out under 
normal police procedures

Terrorism Trials Open 
With Sedition Charge

"It's been hell on earth.” 

"Hell,’’ in this case, turned out to be cold, some¬ 
times deep and mostly treacherous as winter lashed 
Vancouver Island and most of B.C. mercilessly Sun¬ 
day night and Monday, giving no indication of an 
early retreat 

The description came from a harried dispatcher 
at a Victoria taxi firm as calls for cabs became too 
plentiful to cope with.

In Greater Victoria and 
Vancouver, the blanket of 
anew and icy afreets com¬ 
bined with a transit strike to 
put pressure on cab com¬ 
panies and drain stores of 
prospective customers. 

Victoria escaped the school 
closures that became common 
at other Vancouver Island 
points and on die mainland. 

The weatherman could offer 
no good news. 

In Greater Victoria, where 
the snowfall Sunday night and 
Monday ranged from four to 
eight inches, the forecast was 
for at least another two 
inches overnight and today.

Prisoners

RI& DE JANEIRO (UPI) — The Brazilian gov¬ 
ernment moved Monday to release 70 political prison¬ 
ers. and Chile announced they were aboard an aircraft 
on their way to exile there, as ransom for kidnapped 
Swiss ambassador Giovanni Enrico Bucher. 

The Brazilian government 
had asked for a new* com¬ 
munique from the kidnappers 
and signed by Bucher, speci¬ 
fying ttfoffhey would release 
the ambassador as soon as 
the 70 prisoners reached 
Chile, expected early today. 


Inte Monday, there was no 
official word of such a 
communique being delivered.

Man Leaps Off Bridge 
To Avoid Skidding Car 
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Four Core Municipalities 

Snow, Cold Melting Away 
About $3,700 Every Day 


By HUBERT BEYER 

It may be heaven to winter 
sports enthusiasts, but civic 
officials are taking a dim 
view of the snow. 

The past two days of winter 
have cost Greater Victoria's 
four core municipalities an 
estimated $7,400, and that 
figure will rise by about 
$3,700 a day until the snow is 
gone. 

Hardest hit by the on¬ 
slaught is the city of Victoria. 

★ ★ ★ 

“Each day of this weather 
Is costing us $1,500, and that 
isn’t very funny," Aid. Ove 
Witt, chairman of the city’s 
traffic committee, said Mon¬ 
day night. 

"We have divided the ci,ty 
into five sections and we have 
a crew of men with a truck in 
each section. They’ve been 
working a lot of overtime, 
too, which adds to the ex¬ 
pense," Witt said. 

More than 80 tons of salt 
and a few tons of gravel have 
been used so far by the city 
to improve road conditions. 

★ ★ ★ 

Witt said if the snowfall 
exceeded six inches, the city 
would start using snow-clear¬ 
ing equipment. Until then, 
work crews would continue to 
clear intersections with salt 
and gravel. 

Saanich is dishing out $1,000 
a day to keep the municipal¬ 
ity’s road system free of ice 
and snow, according to muni¬ 


cipal engineer Neville Life. 

"Thank God we haven’t had 
too much snow, or that would 
be much higher," Life said. 

So far, Saanich public 
works crews have spread 
more than eight tons of salt, 
mixed with sand, on intersec¬ 
tions and hilly roads, he said. 

Oak Bay Mayor Frances 
Elford said she estimated the 
cost of "battling winter” at 
$700 a day. 

"That covers just the sand¬ 
ing and salting operations. 
Fortunately, we didn’t have to 
use any snow-clearing equip¬ 
ment yet,” she said. 


"It’s an unexpected cost we 
could quite nicely do with¬ 
out," she added. 

Clifford Warren, Esqui¬ 
mau’s municipal engineer, 
said the cost of keeping roads 
clear in Esquimau was about 
$500 a day. 

★ ★ ★ 

Spokesmen for all munici¬ 
palities said the cost would be 
included in the 1971 budgets. 

"It would have been a lot 
worse if this weather had hit 
us in December. We just 
didn’t have any money left 
from last year’s budget,” 
Mayor Elford said.

YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


That Space Heater 
Could Prove Deadly 


By G. C. TH08TESON. MD 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: We 
live in an old home in which 
the furnace is not connected 
to the bedrooms for heat. Will 
an open gas heater with no 
exhaust pipe give off enough 
fumes to do any harm to a 
toddler sleeping in the room? 
I have heard that certain 
fumes can cause brain dam¬ 
age. — Mrs. V.J. 

DON’T USE THAT 
HEATER. 

h. Yes, it could cause brain 
damage. Worse, it could kill 
the child. 

The dangerous fumes are 
carbon monoxide. 

During combustion (when 
fuel is burned) the carbon in 
the fuel combines with oxy¬ 
gen. Usually carbon dioxide 
results. 

But if there is any shortage 


of oxygen or if the com¬ 
bustion is incomplete, the 
fumes will form into carbon 
monoxide instead of dioxide. 

You have to encounter a 
rather large concentration of 
the dioxide fumes for them to 
be poisonous. But only a 
small trace of monoxide — a 
few parts per million in the 
atmosphere — will be poison¬ 
ous. And deadly. 

While you’ll get a certain 
amount of odor (sometimes a 
lot!) from almost anything 
that bums, you never smell 
the carbon monoxide. It is 
colorless, tasteless, odorless. 

In a closed garage, a car 
engine can throw out enough 
monoxide to kill within a 
matter of ft few minutes. 

The same thing can happen, 
although not as rapidly, with 
any fire unless there is ample 
oxygen and a vent or chimney 
to let the fumes escape. No 


matter what is being burned 
— coal, coke, wood, oil, 
kerosene, gas, or whatever — 
always make sure that it has 
a vent to carry the fumes 
outside. 

With wood or coal, there 
would be enough smoke so 
you’d see the need of a vent. 
Gas and some oil heaters are 
deceptive, in that there is 
little smoke. But there are 
still fumes that you can’t see 
or smell, and that’s where the 
danger lies. 

Sometimes people use un- 
vented heaters "just to take 
the chill off," and get away 
with it. But then comes a 
very cold night, with the 
house shut up tight and the 
heater going full blast. 

That's when we get — as 
we do, year after year — 
reports of people who have 
died in their sleep from 
carbon monoxide.

The striking union is seek¬ 
ing a wage increase of about 
20 per cent on hourly rates of 
$3.75 for drivers and $4.35 for 
mechanics.

Paul David Meadlo, 23, of 
Terre Haute, Ind., returned to 
the tiny courtroom where he 
first appeared more than a 
month ago and, after being 
assured his testimony 
wouldn’t be used against him, 
recounted the events he said 
he saw on March 16, 1968. 

Meadlo, who lost a foot the 
day after the My Lai opera¬ 
tion when he stepped on a 
land mine, said he and other 
members of Calley’s platoon 
entered the village and 
rounded up civilian men, 
women and children and took 
them to a clearing in the 
village where he met Calley. 
He said there were 35 to 40 
civilians in the clearing. 


The former private said 
Calley, on trial for his life on 
charges of murdering 102 
Vietnamese civilians, “came 
up to me and said you know 
what to do with them, 
Meadlo." 

"I thought he meant guard 
them and that’s what I did." 

He said he stood guard over 
the captives for 10 to 15 
minutes until Calley returned. 

"Relate what happened 
then,” said Capt. Aubrey 
Daniel in, the prosecutor. 

"He said. ‘How come 
they’re not dead?' Then, he 
said, ‘i want 'em dead.’ ”

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A Network of Trails 


•yv/HILE PROGRESS In the acquisition of rights- 
” of-way has not been as speedy as some would 

have it, the Capital Regional District Board 
stepped off on the right foot with its decision to 
establish a network of walking and riding trails in 
outer sections of the Greater Victoria area. 

The trails will be dedicated as park land, and 
planners have been working the past three months 
on two sections of an overall plan to link various 
parks and undeveloped wooded districts for 
recreational, back-to nature exercising. 

There is a growing realization of a need for 
Improved fitness in this motorized society best 
exemplified, perhaps, in the jogging craze. 

Planners should keep this in mind when writing 
the “rules of the road’’ for the trails network. 
Motorbikes should be ruled out. People want to put 
the sounds and smells of the internal combustion 
engine behind them. There is little if any 
compatibility between mechanized relaxation and 
pedestrian recreation. Let the mini-cycle set buzz 
the back roads hi the really remote regions. 

The first two sections on which work has 
started will see trails from Mount Douglas to 
Elk-Beaver Lake, and from Portage Inlet up 
Craigflower Creek to Francis Park. The former is 
the more difficult because of housing development, 
and road verges will have to be used In some 
stretches. 

This condition points to the need for early 
action further out on Saanich Peninsula if such 
sections as Cloake Hill, John Dean Park and Bear 
Hill are to be included in the network. 


The same can be said for the Colwood- 
Metchosin-Sooke area, and it is not too early either 
to take steps to ensure access to the Highlands 
District. 

The first two links involve major highways 
crossings, Patricia Bay and Trans-Canada, which 
present difficulties which, in the case of the Elk- 
Beaver - Mt. Douglas trail, might have been 
overcome had early advice been followed In the 
planning of road reconstruction now under way 
there. It had been suggested that a comparatively 
inexpensive underpass could have been provided in 
the area of the old provincial game farm near 
Royal Oak Burial Park In the form of an over-sized 
culvert. 

But work on the highway has progressed 
beyond the stage where this is feasible, and the 
plan now is for an overpass which will require 
special construction if It is to accommodate horses 
as well as hikers or joggers. 

Horses should be included. Their numbers are 
Increasing on both sides of the highway, and they 
should be allowed use of both park areas in the 
scheme of recreational things. The contribution to 
the economy their owners make in taxation and 
animal maintenance calls for some consideration. 

Perhaps some sections of the trails might be 
developed with hard-toppir, for the benefit of 
bicyclists. But for the most part, the network 
should be maintained in a natural state for the 
increasing numbers of people who feel a need to 
put pavement behind them in healthful exercise.

Capital Comment 

Indications of Rise and Fall 
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The Nitinat Triangle 


T HE PRIMARY PURPOSE of Canada’s national 
parks is to preserve wilderness in its many 
typical forms across the country for future 
generations. Recreation has its place in these 
parks, but within the limitation that much or most 
of their area will remain as it was when explorers 
first saw it. The so-called Nitinat Triangle, which 
the federal government would like incorporated 
into the Wqst Coast National Park, qualifies in this 
respect. But if it is once logged over, second 
thoughts will be of no use. Its character will be 
changed: it will never again be the wilderness 
untouched. 

Conservationists as distinguished from recre¬ 
ationists therefore have good reason to urge the 
provincial government to agree to the inclusion of 
the triangle, containing Hobiton, Squalicum and 
Tsusiat Lakes to the northwest of Nitinat Lake, in 
the park. From their view the triangle would not 
only be worth preserving for its own sake, but as a 
buffer between the noise and bustle of industry and 
the peace of the West Coast Trail from Port 
Renfrew to Bamfield, already included in the park 
but only with tentative boundaries. 


The provincial government’s difficulty, beyond 
its interest in the forest industry as a major part of 
British Columbia’s economy, is that it has granted 
tree licences in the triangle to B.C. Forest 
Products and MacMillan Bloedel, and would have 
to provide compensation of some sort for 
withdrawal of the rights. Additionally, from the 
recreational side, there is something to be said for 
extensio of logging roads into the triangle: they 
would eventually make the West Coast Trail more 
accessible, so that the wilderness in this area would 
not be barred to all but the most sturdy and 
adventurous. 

Again, however, there is hope that the trail 
itself will be improved over a period of years to the 
point where it can be used by a larger part of the 
population. We are inclined to agree with the 
conservationists therefore that the province should 
save the wilderness of the triangle, even at 
considerable cost if necessary, as a contribution to 
the national park. At the very least, some 
arrangement should be made for the preservation 
undisturbed of the forest around the shores of the 
three lakes. 


Sovereignty at Issue 


U.S., Panama, Far Apart on Canal 


r [ERE may never be an¬ 
other Panama Canal, at 
the rate the United States and 
Panama are going at it. 

Both countries agree that 
the existing interocean water¬ 
way is being outgrown. 

Both countries are in 
accord that a new canal, a 
sea-level canal, would be to 
their national interests and to 
the benefit of the world. 

And no one in either 
country who is even vaguely 
familiar with the political, 
economic and engineering 
realities of Latin America can 
envision a canal in a country 
other than Panama. 

But that is the extent of the 
agreement. 

★ ★ * 

' Despite the good intentions 
o f Presidents Eisenhower, 
Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon, 
and their Panamanian coun¬ 
terparts, d e la Guardia, 
Chiari, Robles, Arias and 
Lakas, the United States and 
Panama appear to be as far 
apart as ever on terms of the 
treaties under which the 
proposed canal would be 
constructed, operated and 
defended. 

The basic point at issue is 
the matter of sovereignty in 
the Canal Zone. Debate on 
that subject started about the 
time the ink dried on the Hay- 
Bunau Varilla treaty of Nov. 
3,8. 1903. 

Under the Treaty of 1903, 
Panama granted the United 
States in perpetuity all the 
rights In a 10-mile-wide zone 
across the Isthmus of 
Panama "which the United 
States would possess and 
exercise as if it were the 
sovereign of the territory . . . 
to the entire exclusion of the 
exercise by the Republic of 
Panama of any such sov¬ 
ereign rights, power, or 
authority/’ 

it it it 

As soon as the United 
States established ports of 
entry, custom-houses, tariffs 
and post offices in the zone, 
in 1904, Panama protested. 

Under subsequent treaties, 
In 1936 and 1955, the United 
States made limited conces¬ 
sions to Panama, but they fell

short of meeting Panamanian 

aspirations. 

Riots have flared and blood 
has been shed at times along 
the border between Panama 
and the Canal Zone. 

After the tragic events of 
Jan. 9-12, 1964, in which some 
20 Panamanians and four U.S. 
soldiers lost their lives, the 
two nations decided to work 
for the prompt elimination of 
the causes of conflict between 
them. 

★ ★ * 

Fruit of that effort was a 
three-treaty package on which 
Presidents Johnson and 
Robles announced agreement 
on "form and content” June 
26, 19C7. Because opposition to 
the draft treaties quickly 
arose both in Panama add in 
Washington, they were never 
signed or ratified and, in 1970, 
the government of Panama 
rejected them. 

In the meanwhile, though, 
with the permission of 
Panama and Colombia, on¬ 
site surveys and geological 
investigations were made of 
five of the likeliest routes for 
a sea-level canal. 

The Colombian route was 
ruled out for a variety of 
reasons, including length, cost 
and the probability that a 
treaty giving the United 
States effective control of a 


canal in Colombia might be 
unobtainable. 

The Sasardi-Morti route, 
some 100 miles east of the 
existing canal, through the 
sparsely settled Darien region 
of Panama where many 
engineers had hoped to be 
able to dig using nuclear 
explosions, was dropped after 
a comprehensive on-site sur¬ 
vey. Geology of the area is 
such that nuclear excavation 
techniques probably would not 
give the desired slope to the 
ditch. 

By process of elimination 
the Atlantic-Pacific Inter- 
oceanic Canal Study Commis¬ 
sion decided on the Chorrera- 
Lagarto route, some 10 miles 
west of the existing canal. 

According to the commis¬ 
sion’s estimates, a sea-level 
canal from La Chorrera, on 
the Pacific side of the isth¬ 
mus, to Lagarto, on the 
Atlantic, would cost a total of 
$2.88 billion. In making the 36- 
mile land cut, 1,870 billion 
cubic yards of material would 
have to be excavated, and the 
job would require 14 y^jirs. 

* * + 

But twice as many ships 
more than twice as big could 
pass through a aea-level canal 
on Route 10, as it is known, 
as now move through the 
present Panama Canal.

The locks on the existing 
waterway that raise and 
lower shipping over the conti¬ 
nental divide are the big 
bottleneck now. They permit 
passage only of vessels that 
draw a maximum of 40 feet, 
are less than 1,000 feet in 
length, and 106 feet in beam. 

While around 15,000 ships a 
year go through the Panama 
Canal now, existing water 
supplies are such that there is 
a practical limit of 18,000 
transits a year. 

★ ★ ★ 

The sea-level canal would 
be constructed to accommo¬ 
date 38,000 ships a year up to 
150,000 deadweight tons under 
all conditions, and vessels up 
to 250,000 DWT, under con¬ 
trolled conditions. The present 
canal handles ships up tu 
65,000 DWT. 

But while all that may 
gladden the hearts of engin¬ 
eers, construction men and 
shippers the world over, the 
biggest, most difficult task is 
that of the diplomats. 

As the canal study commis¬ 
sion declared in its final 
report to President Nixon, 
"As a first step, we urge that 
the United States negotiate 
with Panama a treaty that 
provides for a unified canal 
system, comprising both the 
existing canal and a sea-level 
canal on Route 10, to be 
operated and defended under 
the effective control of the 
United States with participa¬ 
tion by Panama." 

Once such a treaty Is 
negotiated and ratified, the 
comm ission recommended 
that construction of a sea- 
level canal be initiated no 
later than 15 years before the 
probable date when the 
present canal reaches its 
capacity. 

it it it 

On the basis of commission 
projections, the canal will be 
outgrown by the end of this 
century. That would mean 
construction should start 
before the mid-1980s. 

To judge by the tone of the 
voices in Panama, treaty 
negotiations will need all that 
time.

A FTER the traumatic 
events of the Vast year, 
both at home and around the 
world, a look ahead conjures 
up a number of nagging 
questions on the distant 
horizon. 

Is our social system dis¬ 
integrating? 

Are we witnessing the twi¬ 
light of liberal democracy? 

Is this, as the assorted 
radicals proclaim, the end of 
an historical era comparable 
to the fall of Athens and 
Rome In antiquity? 

★ ★ * 

More and more people in 
what is loosely referred to as 
the free world are asking 
these or similar questions as 
they watch with bewilder¬ 
ment, the mushrooming erup¬ 
tions of violence, and rebel¬ 
lions against the democratic 
social order they believed to 
be manifestly superior to all 
Its alternatives. 

The nagging questions are 
getting all the more persis¬ 
tent as it becomes evident 
that the countries hardest hit 
by violent dissent are those 
which gave our social system 
its underlying philosophy, Its 
ideals, its institutions and 
o r g a n i z ational pattern— 
namely Britain, France and 
the United States. 

It was Britain which 
evolved die framework of 
parliamentary democracy and 
set the global sweep of 
industrial revolution In 
motion. It was the American 
and French revolutions at the 
close of the 18th century 
which paved the way for 
political and economic eman¬ 
cipation of the common man 
and thereby widened the 
scope for popular evolution of 
the initially aristocratic con¬ 
cept of the British system of 
government. 

★ * * 

Within two centuries, these 
impulses produced a social 
structure whose libertarian 
flexibility and material afflu¬ 
ence has no parallel In 
history. 

Yet these very achieve¬ 
ments, which have set an 
example that the less-devel¬ 
oped parts of the world envy 
and seek to emulate, now are 
being denounced by a new 
breed of revolutionaries as an 
abysmal failure, br a .pervert 
sion of basic human aspira¬ 
tions, as a rotten sham that 
must be destroyed. 

What went wrong? 

There is no easy all- 
embracing explanation, but 
from the rising wave of 
discontent and violent dissent 
it is possible to deduce at 
least two general observations 
of the underlying currents of 
thought that feed the destruo 
tive ferment. 

★ * ★ 

First, there is disillusion¬ 
ment with the obvious failure 
of the 18th century revolu¬ 
tions to implement their 
implied universality. 

The great promise of 
liberty, equality and frater¬ 
nity remains unfulfilled In 
most parts of the world. Even 
in the relatively small domain 
where It has found limited 
forms of expression, its 
operative effects are uneven. 

Even within the perimeter 
of liberal democracy there 
are pockets of political 
oppression—even within the 
unprecedented affluence 
created tofathe incentives and 
creativitj^W free enterprise, 
there are pockets of shocking 
poverty. 

To the young Western ideal¬ 
ist who has not yet discovered 
his own limitations, imperfec¬ 
tions and shortcomings, these 
aberrations of flawless 
abstractions are explainable 
only in terms of corrupting 
rottenness of the "capitalist” 
society.

Unable o r unwilling to 
admit that the absolute 
equality h e postulates is 
denied by nature and that in 
human relations, unlike in 
technology, the law of stan¬ 
dardized cause and effect has 
only a very limited and 
unstable application, the im¬ 
patient idealist blames and 
condemns the social system 
for the frustration of his 
dreams. 

Second, there is growing 
awareness of a widening gap 
between the progress of tech¬ 
nical civilization and culture. 

Science and technology 
advance by leaps and bounds, 
while the cultural level of the 
great mass of people remains 
virtually stagnant. With the 
r e« d i 1 y-available lowest 
common denominator of 
"popular" entertainment 
which required no mental 
effort, ft may In fact be 
declining. 

This too is a factor in the 
s p r e ading disillusionment, 
expecially among the young 


whom the accomplishments of 
modern technology seemingly 
deprived of many of the 
invigorating challenges pre¬ 
vious generations had to face. 

Today, most of our young 
people take for granted not 
only the necessities of life, 
but all sorts of creature 
comforts and luxuries. 

Since they do not have to 
strive for these things, they 
get bored with them and 
eventually revolt against the 
gluttony by "opting out" of 
what strikes them as a 
senseless, self-defeating rat 
race of a hard, soulless 
materialistic society. 

This alienation destroys any 
vestige of individual and 
collective responsibility and 
seeks salvation in anarchy or 
in patterns of behavior bor¬ 
rowed from the totalitarian 
"socialist" eocieties which, 
seen from a distance through 
a filter of idealized propa¬ 
ganda, seem to offer the 
blueprint of egalitarian 
fraternity. 


The irony of this develop¬ 
ment is that in the "socialist" 
states young people rebel, at 
the risk of their Hves, against 
the social system our dis¬ 
senters seem to admire, and 
cry for at least a few crumbs 
of the freedoms our ex¬ 
tremists of the "new left" 
abuse and threaten to 
destroy. 

★ ★ it 

It is conceivable that (in 
the long run) the end result of 
these two parallel but entirely- 
contracHctory rebellions will 
be internal collapse of our 
social system and its slow, 
painful reconstruction in the 
currently less-fortunate parts 
of the world. 

Such a switch, which Is 
bound to come If the convul¬ 
sions of political violence 
continue, would be nothing 
startlingly new in the histori¬ 
cal pattern rise-and-fall of 
civilizations. 

T h e r ft may be some 
novelty, though, in the 
apparent death-wish of the 
liberal democracies.

The Presidential Lobby 


TVTHO runs the biggest, 
VV bestest lobby in Wash¬ 
ington? The White House, of 
course ... 

On a recent working vaca¬ 
tion in the United States, 
speaking to pundits and politi¬ 
cal observers, I scented a 
newly-condemnatory attitude 
toward the president. 


He has never exactly en¬ 
deared himself to the press, 
of course. But since the 
congressional elections and 
the apparently sharp drop in 
his public popularity, the anti- 
Nixon sentiment which had 
been muted in the past two 
years has taken on a new, 
sharper focus. 

Much of It, indeed, has the 
distinct air of emanating not 
merely from journalistic 
speculation, but from much 
higher up. It’s as if the 
president is getting the knife 
from very, very high up — 
perhaps from the very people 
who spent so much money to 
remaloe him as a palatable 
candidate. 

The story is that the 
Republican higher-up* were 
thunderstruck by Nixon's 
drastic plummet in popu¬ 
larity, as recorded by a

national poll that showed the 
president trailing Sen. 
Edmund Muskie by 6 per 
cent. The GOP immediately 
whisked out their pollsters, 
who did a lightening-quick 
telephone poll which gave 
Nixon a 14 per-cent lead over 
Muskie. 

The party was deeply con¬ 
cerned over the psychological 
impact of growing political 
discussion, which is now 
heard everywhere politicians 
gather, to the effect that 
Nixon is extremely weak for 
the 1972 election. 

Besides the growing dissent 
in his own party, press people 
who once supported him 
strongly are faltering in their 
support — to put k. mildly. 
Even the Daily News Wash¬ 
ington columnists seem to be 
having trouble defending him. 


The New York Times 
rapped at the president’s 
proud unveiling of his newly- 
devised "Gross National 
Product Clock," and his 
assertion that the United 
States has become the world's 
first "trillion-dollar econ¬ 
omy." On the contrary, said

The Times, only the value 
and not the volume of goods 
and services is going up and 
"what he is celebrating, in 
fnct, is nett growth at all but 
the empty swelling of in¬ 
flation." 

To salvage what they can 
from their leader's unpopu¬ 
larity and the fact that they 
rule a minority Republican 
Congress, the GOP has set 
that incredible White House 
lobby a -t o i 1 i n g as never 
before. 


This presidential lobby is 
one of those features of 
American political life with a 
potential for corruption that 
simply does not exist under 
our parliamentary system. 

From a small cluster of 
offices in the White House 
west wing, an unpopular 
minority president’s bevy of 
political technicians work 
without rest at currying favor 
witli congressmen. 

The euphemism for this 
operation is "congressional 
relations." In the course of it, 
nine aides receive 8,000 in¬ 
coming calls, place 16,000 
calls and handle 5,000 letters, 
memos, and action reports 
every month. 

Into their offices come most 
of the requests made of the 
president by members of 
Congress, anything from 
autographed pictures of the 
First Family to speoial con¬ 
sideration in Job appoint¬ 
ments, and other favors. 




In exchange for these 
favors, the congressmen are 
asked frequently to extol the 
president's virtues on the 
House and Senate floors, 
support presidential bills and 
other projects. 

(In one week last month no 
fewer than three members 
rose in Congress to mention, 
in similar words, that GOP- 
sponsored poll showing the 
president’s high popularity 
rating.) 

The president, meantime, 
may be assumed to have 
some inkling of hi* "defoata- 
bility." One of the most 
intense and most hush-hush 
lobbying actions Is centred 
around a bill currently under 
consideration to raise the 
annual pension for former 
presidents from $ 25,000 to 
$60,000.

"Paper gold" after nearly 
three year*’ use In worldwide 
monetary transaction*, is not 
much closer to replacing the 
real thing than the all-purpose 
pill is to replacing three 
meals a day. 

Special Drawing Rights, to 
give paper gold its proper 
name, still hold some promise 
for the future of managed 
world money. The Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund — on 
Jan. 1, 1971, as scheduled — 
made its second allocation of 
SDRs to its member-coun¬ 
tries. This included $717 mil¬ 
lion reserved for ttye United 
States and nearly $118 million 
for Canada.

The IMF has now given 
member-countries the right to 
draw a total of $6.3 billion in 
credits from its special ac¬ 
count, to be used In place of 
gold in transactions between 
governments. It is planned 
that the total will reach $9.5 
billion ngxt year.

The primary purpose of the 
SDRs is to enable govern¬ 
ments to stabilize foreign- 
exchange rates without undue 
reliance on gold itself — a 
reliance that some monetar¬ 
ists regard as primitive.

But perhaps men and their 
governments are still primi¬ 
tive, at least as far as gold Is 
concerned. It’s had an un¬ 
matched appeal for mankind 
throughout history, and the 
evidence is clear that SDRs 
have not changed its appeal. 

The concept of SDRs (or 
paper gold) was accepted by 
governments In March, 1968. 
on the explicit condition of 
"the attainment of a better 
Lalance-of-payments equilib¬ 
rium." 


At the time, the United 
States had been running a 
heavy deficit in its interna¬ 
tional payments, and was 
taking whatever measures it 
could to correct the deficit. 

But the United States has 
still not found a solution, and 
its payments position remains 
heavily in debt. This means 
that its creditors are continu¬ 
ing t o accumulate large 
amounts of dollars. 


So far, they have not 
started a run on the U.S. 
dollar by demanding gold 
instead. But the surplus coun¬ 
tries don’t want to place their 
currencies on a dollar stan¬ 
dard, which would be the 
consequence of a prolonged 
accumulation of U.S. dollars. 


In its January Economic 
Letter, the First National City 
Bank of New York comments 
on the continuing interna¬ 
tional emphasis on gold hold¬ 
ings despite the use of SDRs: 

"Both In the'United States 
and in the principal financial 
powers abroad, gold stocks 
apDear increasingly to have 
assumed the character of a 
heavily defended last-ditch 
reserve.

"Thus, France managed to 
pass through the crisis of 1968- 
69 by selling only one-third of 
its gold. Germany disposed of 
only one-ninth of its stock at 
the end of 1969 after capital 
outflows in the wake of the 
mark upvaluation had ex¬ 
ceeded earlier inflows. And 
Italy averted any drawing on 
its gold stock in the first half 
of 1970, when the lira was 
under pressure."

Butter Ended a Plague 


Most of us know what side 
our bread is buttered on, but 
not many are aware that 
bread-buttering was origin¬ 
ated by the famous astron¬ 
omer Copernicus. 

Nicholas Copernicus (1473- 
1543) started the practice as a 
health measure against a 
plague which struck the 
Castle of Allcnsteln in East 
Prussia (now part of Poland) 
during a siege. 

Copernicus was in charge of 
the defences and, although he

never attained a degree in 
medicine, was the castle 
physician. He found the 
plague was linked to bread 

Further investigation r e- 
vealed that the bread was not 
the source, but just the 
carrier. 

Aged peasants, the only non¬ 
military personnel left in the 
garrison, had been pressed 
into service as waiters. Since 
the guards on the castle walls 
could not leave their posts, 
the peasants had to carry 
meals to them, a feat which 
taxed their feeble abilities. 
They had to climb with trays 
almost 200 feet nearly 
straight up by a narrow 
stairway. 

k k k 

Almost invariably, some of 
the food fell off. And the 
peasants, not wanting to 
waste anything in the food- 
short castle, brushed off the 
obvious dirt and returned it to 
the tray. 

The practice probably 
would not have caused any 
serious repercussions, except 
that the item most frequently 
dropped was the bread. The 
bread balwd at the castle was 
a large, coarse, black loaf. 


Because of its codor, it could 
get very dirty when dropped 
and not show any noticeable 
discoloration. And here was 
the source of the plague. 

It was suggested that an 
edible light-colored spread be 
smeared over the bread so 
that any contamination picked 


up would be readily discern¬ 
ible. 

Castle authorities ordered 
all bread be spread with 
churned cream and this even¬ 
tually led to the disease being 
eliminated. 

This simple solution came 
to the attention of one Adolph 
Buttenadt, a physician friend 
of Copernicus and Grand 
Master of the Apothecaries of 
Medieval Allemagne. 

Dr. Samuel Hand and Dr. 
Arthur Kunin, writing in the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Society, report that 
Buttenadt subsequently popu¬ 
larized bread-buttering out¬ 
side the castle and it became 
a standard dietary practise. 

★ ★ ★ 

From the name of its 
promoter it became known as 
Buttenadting, and it is in the 
slurred form, buttering, that 
we describe the practice 
today. 

However, the custom that 
was introduced by Copernicus 
as a health measure now is 
called into question as a 
health hazard. 

Today, butter and other 
dairy products are suspect by 
doctors because of the 
amount of cholesterol intro¬ 
duced into the human body. 
Almost everyone believes high 
cholesterol levels lead to 
hardening of the arteries and 
heart disease. 


Congolese Army—Vital Key 

Has Rabble Calmed?

The soldiers of the Congolese army — once only a rabble 
— are still boisterous, uneducated, ubiquitous. But they are 
sometimes polite thest days and their bayonets are back in 
the barracks. 

You feel less like crossing the street to avoid them. How 
deep is the change? The question is difficult to answer. Many 
outsiders here believe that President Joseph Mobutu has 
instilled much discipline in the army. Others detect a 
disturbing tendency for the soldiers to revert to their old 
ways when the pressure is on. 

But the question, though difficult, is vital. The future 
stability of the Congo depends a great deal on the stability of 
the army. 

Much of the Congo’s terrible past can be traced to the 
•behavior of its soldiers. The troubles began, in fact, when the 
soldiers mutinied against their Belgian officers in the first 
week of independence in MMUl set off a succession of 
secessions, rebellions and mutinies that kept the Congo in 
turmoil for much of its early history. 

A good deal of the destruction in the Congo came from 
the army’s reaction to events. Often unable to cope with 
rebels, it took out its humiliation on unarmed civilians,’ both 
black and white. Returning to towns after rebels had left, the 
army would destroy and loot and kill in a frenzy. 

After Belgian paratroopers and white mercenaries had 
cleared Stanleyville (now Kisangani) of soldiers of the rebel 
Simbas in 1964, the Congolese army marched in and 
slaughtered 2,000 civilians. When the mercenaries rebelled in 
1967, Congolese soldiers killed numerous white civilians in a 
fit of vengeance. After the mercenaries left Bukavu. the 
Congolese army took back the town and looted and killed at 
will. 

k k it 

With foreign assistance, Mobutu, who had commanded 
the army until he took over the go v ern m en t In a coup in 1965, 
has tried to reorganize the army, which had no African 
officers in Belgian coldnial days. 

To those who believe he has done well, 1967 is the turning 
point. In that year, the Congolese, with some outside help, 
drove the white mercenaries out of the Congo. The victory 
eased some of the old humiliation and gave the soldiers new 
confidence. 

* The army, which now has 45,000 to 50,000 men, is 
expected to grow even more, making it the second largest 
army in Africa. Only the Nigerians, with an army bloated 
during their civil war, would have more. 

The army's elite are six mobile units, each with 900 
paratroop commandos trained by the Israelis. Mobutii wants 
them ready to intervene anywhere in the country if a 
rebellion or mutiny breaks out. 

To help move them, he has just bought three new C-130 
transport planes from the United States for $17 million. His 
air force also includes two DC-4s, a dozen DC-3s, 15 Italian

Macchi jets, six Alouett* helicopters, and 16 small trainer 
planes. 

Besides tha Israelis, foreign advisers include tha 
Belgians, who train the regular army, Italians, who train tha 
pilots, and Americans, who train soldiers in communications 
and logistics. The Belgians have the most influence, with 300 
advisers in the army. Tha American military mission 
comprises 38 men. 

Since independence, tha United States has given the 
Congo about $5 million in direct military aid, second in Africa 
only to that granted Ethiopia. This figure, however, does not 
include the cost of the UN military force, largely financed by 
the United States, that put down the secession of Katanga in 
1963. Nor does it include the cost of assistance by the Central 
Intelligence Agency in putting down the rebellion of the 
Simbas in 1964 and of the C-130 transport planes sent to the 
Congo to help transport soldiers in 1964 and in the mercenary 
uprising of 1967. 

k k k 

Most foreign military observers »ay that the new 
Congolese army has not really been tested and that it is too 
early to tell how the soldiers would react in another crisis. 
The evidence available, however, is somewhat discouraging. 

The Congo still contains a pocket of rebellion in the south 
of Kivu Province on the shores of Late Tanganyika. The 
rebels there evidently control soma gold mines which provide 
enough income to buy arms. 

Observers who have toured the troubled area say that tha 
paratroop commandos look well disciplined and effective in 
action. The regular soldiers, however, look as bad as ever. 
According to observers, they are often drunk and 
undisciplined. They live off the local population, and there ara 
numerous stories of looting, rape, and murder. 

In Kinshasa, the army also showed brutality in its 
handling of a demonstration by students of Louvanium 
University in 1969. The soldiers opened fire and killed 
between 40 and 50 students. 

The army may have played a role in the execution of 
Pierre Mulele in 1968. Mulele, a rebel leader, was enticed 
back to the Congo with an offer of amnesty. A week after 
Mulele's return, Mobuto announced jhat he had been tried 
and shot by a firing squad. Tlie affair subjected Mobuto to 
international ridicule and condemnation. 

According to one theory, Mulele actually had been killed 
by vengeful Congolese soldiers. Mobutu decided to accept 
responsibility rather than challenge and discipline his 
aoldiers. 

If true — and it is a big if — the theory raises questions 
about Mobutu’s hold on his army at that time, a hold vital for 
Congolese stability. 

The Mulele affair, however, took place two years ago. 
Military observers in Kinshasa insist that Mobutu now has 
firm control of his army and shows no fear of any challenge 
from his soldiers. The observes also say there is enough 
money to be made in high ranks to keep the army satisfied.

People aren’t inter¬ 
ested in topless anymore and, 
besides, it’s beneath my dig¬ 
nity."

Silverberg wanted to make 
it perfectly clear that the 
Orchid had never actually 
featured topless go-go dancers 
like many of the raucus 
down town establishments: 
"Just a couple of girls 
standing around like statues 
was all.

The more I think 
about It, the more I can’t 
figure why anybody'd want to 
come see that in the first 
place. 

"This new show’s got some¬ 
thing to tell these people. It’s 
not only a good play, but an 
educational experience . . .

Silverberg got the idea for 
his last fling from Tobi Lark, 
recent star of the Toronto 
production of Hair. She wrote

Lynda Squires, 
Graham Tear. Doreen Clark 
and Harriet Cohen.

Silverberg, father of three, 
has become so enthused with 
the preparations and rehears¬ 
als and so taken with his 


young performers, that he 
seems to have taken on a 
fatherly guru image.

"We got something unique 
here." he adds. "We got 
about 20 songs and all of 
them original, and we could 
run the show two hours and 
20 minutes but we can only 
seat about 180 so we need the 
changing audences."

Oak Bay Youth, 20, 
Jailed for Robbery 


A 20-year-old Oak Bay 
resident was sentenced Mon¬ 
day to six and one-half years 
in prison, of which four years 
were for robbery with vio¬ 
lence in connection with the 
Nov. 10 death of part-time 
taxi driver Gerald Mulholland 
in Victoria. 

The sentence was ordered 
by Judge William Ostler for 
Terry Wendel Parsons and 
the judge said that "no doubt 
his association with drugs led 
him" to his part in the 
Mulholland case. 

Parsons and two other 
persons originally faced a 
joint charge of non-capital 
murder in Mulholland’s death. 
On Dec. 31, in the midst of a 
preliminary hearing, the 
charge was reduced to one of 
manslaughter tor the two 
others and robbery with vio¬ 
lence tor Parsons — and the 
latter pleaded guilty. 


Police told court then that 
Parsons and two others got 
into Mulholland’s cab at 
Yates and Douglas Nov. 10. 
On Battery in James Bay, 
Mulholland was "robbed and 
killed with a knife" but 
Parsons had "nothing to do 


with the physical act that 
resulted in the death.” 

Police said Mulholland was 
robbed of about $20 and 
Parsons admitted receiving 
$6. 

Last Thursday, Parsons 
pleaded guilty to three 
charges of trafficking In 
narcotics — two tablets of 
LSD Aug. 14 and small 
amounts of marijuana Aug. 18 
and Sept. 29, all sold to 
undercover RCMP agents at a 
downtown Victoria hotel.

Monday, Ostler said he 
accepted the report that 
Parsons "had nothing to do 
with the pitiless killing of this 
unfortunate man" but added 
Parsons "knew the intent of 
the expedition." 

He said "any person with 
any vestige of decency or 
compassion would have re¬ 
coiled in horror and disgust at 
such a cruel and cowardly act 
... (and) to accept part of 
the proceeds of this distardly 
action was to condone it" 

He sentenced Parsons to 
tour years tor robbery with 
violence and to three concur¬ 
rent terms of two and one- 
half years for the trafficking 
offences, making them extra 
time to the robbery sentence. 


Manslaughter Suspect 
Injured, Trial Postponed

Court on a charge of man¬ 
slaughter has been delayed 
until May from next week 
after he suffered a broken hip 
in a traffic accident Saturday.

STARTS TOMORROW 
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Day B.C. Legislature Opens 

Rally %ill Champion Poor 


A march and rally to 
demonstrate the plight of the 
poor will be held in Victoria 
Jan. 21, the day the B.C. 
Legislature begins its annual 
session. 

The demonstration will be 
held in accord with a resolu¬ 
tion passed at the national 
poor peoples' conference 
which finished a three-day 
session in Toronto Sunday. 
Vancouver Island sent five 
delegates to the assembly.

Local demonstrations will 
be held across the country 
Jan. 25, the date federal- 
provincial welfare officials 
meet on Ottawa, but, in 
Victoria, it was decided to 
advance the demonstration to 
Jan. 21 to coincide with the 
opening of the Legislature. 

Victoria delegates to the 
Toronto conference were 
Walter and Elaine Olszewski, 


president and vice-president 
respectively of the Victoria 
Low Income Group; Susan 
Talbot, of the Community 
Action Group and Dave Hug- 
gett, president of the Unem¬ 
ployed Victoria Citizens' 
Committee. The Nanaimo 
Low Income Group was rep¬ 
resented by Mary Doubt.

In a press conference Mon¬ 
day, Mrs. Olszewski and 
Huggett said that conference 
had its unruly and explosive 
moments but it was a warm 
and comforting thing to see 
Canada's poor getting to¬ 
gether and making plans to 

pool their talents and re¬ 

sources to better themselves. 

“I am positive that a 

national organization will 
come into being," said Mrs. 
Olszewski "and, for the first 
time really, I begin to believe 
that we may be able to 


muster enough power and 
Influence to pull ourselves out 
of this mess that we are in." 

In addition to voting in 
favor of a national committee 
to co-ordinate the work of 
poor peoples’ groups, Mr. 
Olszewski said, the 400 dele¬ 
gates to the conference also 
voted in favor of a resolution 
to found a national newspaper 
td serve as a communication 
link between groups. 

The conference was run by 
the poor people but initiated 
by the federal government 
which paid a total of $68,500 
to finance it, including dele¬ 
gates' expenses.

Provincial jail employees 
are demonstrating through a 
special ballot that they want 
the B.C Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union to take a stand 
against a new disciplinary 
code, a union spokesman said 
Monday night 

With the vote count still 
incomplete, there were 740 
favoring union action and 32 
opposed, he said. 

A union delegation has 
arranged a meeting fof^j 
Thursday with deputy at¬ 
torney-general D r. Gilbert 
Kennedy to deal with com¬ 
plaints about the code, espe¬ 
cially where it concerns 
grievance procedures.

The 15,000-member union 
said earlier the new code 
would forbid a jail employee 
under suspension from leav¬ 
ing his home without his 
warden’s permission. State¬ 
ments to the news media 
were also restricted, union 
officials said. 

The union is looking into the 
possibility that the code might 
deprive employees of basic 
civil rights. It expects an 
opinion from lawyer Tom 
Bfrger by Wednesday on 
whether he thinks there may 
be grounds for court action.

POTASH RATIONED 

REGINA (UPI) — The 
Saskatchewan potash industry 
is learning that less potash 
means more money.

Crippled Wall Street 
Faces Massive Bill 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
New York Stock Exchange 
estimates it will cost nearly 
$69 million to liquidate and 
give financial assistance to 15 
member firms that have been 
crippled during the Wall 
Street crisis since 1968. 

Exchange president Robert 
Haack, in a letter to mem¬ 
bers Thursday, also said the 
board of governors has ap¬ 
proved amendment* to in¬ 
corporate the exchange which 
is now an association. He said 
the board has been developing 
incorporation plans for the 
past two years. 

Haack said four liquidations 
have been completed, seven 
others are under way, three 


firms are potentially in need 
of aid, and assistance has 
been pledged to another firm 
c- Merrill Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner and Smith — which 
substantially rescued Hayden, 
Stone from liquidation. 

The estimated costs of 
these actions are $68,731,000 
and may go higher if other 
firms need help. For this 
reason, the board has asked 
members to provide an addi¬ 
tional $20 million to its $55 
million special trust fund 
which helps customers with 
financial problems. 

Haack said the extra funds 
left over would be turned over 
to the newly created Securi¬ 
ties investor Protection Cor¬ 
poration Act which President 


Nixon signed into law Dec. 30. 
1970. The SIPC will eventually 
replace the exchange's special 
trust fund, but the financial 
burden still will remain with 
exchange memebers. 


UAW Slates Jan. 19 
As Strike Deadline 


DETROIT (UPI) — The 
United Auto Workers said 
Monday its 120,000 members 
at Chrysler Corp. would strike 
the automaker Jan. 19 unless 
a new, three-year contract 
was worked out by then. 

Douglas Fraser, a union 
vice president and head of its 
Chrysler department, said 
Chrysler appeared unwilling 
to bargain leriously "without 
the pressure point of a strike 
deadline.” 

John Leary, Chrysler vice 
president-administration and 
its chief bargainer, denied the 
company had been stalling. 

"We’re not interested in 
having a strike,” he said. 
"We believe we can meet that 
deadline and we are prepared 
to work as hard as we can to 
tpset the deadline." 

★ ★ ★ 

Since the two sides resumed 
negotiations in mid-Decem¬ 
ber, there has been little 
progress. However, intensive 
negotiations got under way 
Monday afternoon. 

"The tempo should step up 
If we are going to avoid a 
strike" Fraser said. 

Chrysler, smallest of the 
Big Three autQmakers, is the 
only one which has not yet 
worked out a new contract 
with the nation's second larg¬ 
est union. General Motors 
Corp. reached agreement with 
the UAW after a 67-day strike 
in the fall, and Ford Motor 
Co. followed suit about a 
month later without a strike. 

If there is a strike, Fraser 
and UAW President Leonard 
Woodcock said the union 
members would receive strike 
benefits, despite the fact the 
union s $120 million strike 
fund was depleted in the GM 
walkout. 

* ★ ★ 

"We will do everything 
necessary to get the money if 
the strike should stretch out " 
Woodcock said. 

The bigtest bone of conten¬ 
tion between the two sides is 
retroactive first-year pay in¬ 
creases to the union’s mem¬ 
bers. In its settlement, Ford 
agreed to pay 25 cents per 
hour retroactively to Nov. 2. 
Such a retroactivity date 
would cost Chrysler between 
$30 million and $35 million. 

In an offer it made to the 


union Thursday, Chrysler pro¬ 
posed the same terms as the 
UAW won from Ford — 13 
per cent pay boosts over 
three years, unlimited cost of' 
living allowances to protect 
against inflation and $500 per 
month pensions after 30 years 
service at age 56 in the third 
and final year. 

But Chrysler did not offer 
to make the pay increase 
retroactive, a point the union 
has been adamant on. 

Fraser said the union would 
not budge from its determina¬ 
tion to win the same retro¬ 
active pay its Ford members 
got. 

The union also said Chry- 
sler’s offer to the 10,000 
unionized salaried workers 
fell short of the 13 per cent 
they got from Ford and GM.

UNEXPECTED TRANSITION 

What has made the surge 
possible is an unexpected 
transition. The Leafs were 
losing because of bad defen¬ 
sive play. The goalkeeping 
was barely average, the 
young defencemen were mak¬ 
ing too many errors and the 
forwards weren’t consistent 
with their back-checking. 

It was hardly a promising 
situation but the Leafs sud¬ 
denly jelled on defence. Dur¬ 
ing their 15-game sprint, 
prevented from being perfect 
by the win and tie managed 
by Minnesota North Stars, the 
Leafs have allowed but 23 
goals. Ten of these were by 
the North Stars in the win 
and tie, which means that 
opponents averaged only a 
goal a game in the other 13 
games. 

GOALKEEPING IMPROVES 

Before that Dec. 9 shutout 
against Canadiens, Toronto 
goalkeeping was the worst in 
the league with an average of

Tom Webster got that one 
back only 32 seconds later but 
the Leafs tightened up to 
make MacMillan’s goal the 
winning shot.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tha United States 
Supreme Court refused, • to 1, Monday to 
take a new look at Its nearly 50-vear-old 
doctrine that baseball, unlike other big* 
business team sports, is not subject to 
federal anti-trust laws. 

By declining to take the case*, the high 
court virtually killed the suit of two former 
American League umpires, Alexander J. 
Salerno and William Valentine, who contend 
they were fired for trying to organize a 
union. * 

The two were fired Sept. IS. 1958. They 
sued American League president Joseph 
Cronin and baseball commissioner Bowie 


Kuhn for damages, alleging they violated 
federal anti-trust lawn by corns piling la 
restralng of Interstate commerce. 

District Court Judge Thomas F. Croake of 
New York threw out the case Dec. It, I960, 
and was upheld by the Circuit Court last July 
18. The courts cited a 19?t Supreme Court 
decision, upheld in another ruling in 1953, 
that exempted baseball from anti-truvt 
laws. 

Since the 1953 decision, which left to 
Congress whether to extend anti-trust laws to 
baseball, the Supreme Court has rendered 
decisions putting professional boxing, football 
and basketball under the laws.

Kecreation Minister Ken¬ 
neth Kieman holds out no 
hope in the foreseeable future 
of p rovincial government 
acquisition of new waterfront 
parkland along the stretch of 
coastline between Sooke and 
Jordan River. 

The reason, Kieman told 
The Colonist, la that the area 
in question is now mainly in 
private ownership, and his 
department’s budget for 
acquisition of parklands is 
fully committed under a 
province-wide program. 

The minister was comment¬ 
ing on weekend statements 
that prime west coast water- 
front was being irretrievably 
lost to future recreational use 
because of the government’s 
failure to plan for establish¬ 
ment of new parks. 


Kieman said while it is true 
his department has a budget 
of 5150,000 a year for park 
acquisition, it provides 
another 5400.000 annually in 
grants to help regional auth¬ 
orities establish new recrea¬ 
tional areas. 

In recent years. Kieman 
•aid. “substantial amounts’’ 
of these funds-, representing a 
one-third provincial grant to¬ 
wards the cost of new park- 
lands around larger centres of 
population, has gone to the 
Capital Region and the Lower 
Mainland. The Capital Region 
now has an annual park 
budget of 5240.000. 

But tine parks branch, he 
added, has to look after tine 
needs of the entire province 
and also to pay particular 
attention to acquisition of 
parklands in remote areas to 
meet future pressures for 
recreation.

“1 don’t think most people, 
still, realize the rather mas¬ 
sive amount of waterfront 
within the boundaries of the 
West Coast national park,’’ 
the minister said. 

The national park land 
purchases will amount tj 
about 55 million, over a three 
year period, with Ottawa and 
B.C. sharing the cost. 

In addition to this. Kieman 
said, the department is mak¬ 
ing “random purchases” of 
land In the Cape Scott area of 
northern Vancouver Island 
and is carrying on its normal 
province-wide park acquisition 
program. 

The 150-acre China Beach 
provincial park, with half a 
mile of beach, is the only 
one of its kind in the 65-mile 
stretch of coast between 
Whiffin Spit at Sooke and 
Port Renfrew .

Youth’s-Death Ruled Accident 


A coroner’s jury Monday 
night returned a verdict of 
accidental death in the case 
of a 16-year-old Squamish 
youth, ruling that a Langford 
woman had been driving 
without due care and atten¬ 
tion. 

The inquest, which opened 
Jan. 6, was being conducted 


into the death of Wayne 
Joseph Renshaw who died 
Dec. 23 in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, six weeks after he 
was found moaning in some 
bushes on Coldstream Hoad 
nehr Jacklin. 

The woman involved in the 
case was' Mrs. Gertrude

near where the youth was 
found Nov. 9. 

Other testimony showed 
that Renshaw had been hitch¬ 
hiking and had been given a 
ride from Millstream road to 
near where he was found.

Mrs. Roller testified that on 
the night in question, she had 
been driving home to Lang¬ 
ford after a shopping trip to 
Victoria.

They ended up with two 
conclusions - first that they 
didn't like the “jargon” in the 
written submissions from the 
administration and second 
that they would discuss the 
whole tiling again at a later 
date 

* * * 

It had been suggested last 
year that the Rchool district 
should have a brief statement 
of purpose or philosophy as a 
basis for development of 
specific objectives, and two 
statements were submitted 
Monday by the administration 
to serve as « basis for 
discussion. 

The first statement, devel¬ 
oped by the school district a 
few years ago defined the aim 
of education as “the optimum 
development of the individual 
as (a) an intellectual being: 
(b> a physical being; and (c) 
a societal being. 

Each classification was 
broken down to further defini¬ 
tions. 

A new statement from the 
administration said the major 
purpose of the public school 
Rystem is to help children and 
youth develop in two dimen¬ 
sions <a) as individuals, and 
(b) as citizens. 

Trustee Dr. Victor Rogers 
criticized the two statements 
which he said were too 
analytical, too detailed and 
impossible to memorize. 

What was needed, he said, 
was a short statement upon 
which future policy could be 
based — a statement which 
trustees could remember and 
one which dealt in basics. 

He suggested three points 
— to stimulate a student’s 
appetite to know and capacity 
to learn: to awaken his 
intelligence and idealism: to 
stimulate a sense of values by 
habitual exposure to the ex¬ 
cellent

Dr. H. A. W. Knight felt 
that the “three Rs” could be 
added to the list of aims, 
while Dr. Philip Ney brought 
up the entire question of the 
nature of a child, which he 
said should be considered.

All Base Clubs Closed After GI Fight 


Grenade Wounds 27 


SAIGON (UPI) — All U.S. 
Army enlisted men’s clubs at 
Tuy Hoa, 240 miles northeast 
of Saigon, were ordered 
closed Monday in a move to 
cool tempers following a riot 
in which a hand grenade blast 
wounded 27 Americans. 

The riot Saturday night was 
the second of two violent 
incidents involving American 
troops. In the first, three 
black soldiers were under 
arrest in connection with a 
shooting last Friday that 
killed a U.S. army major and 
wounded another. 

Official spokesmen at U.S. 
headquarters in Saigon denied 
there were racial overtones in 
either incident. 

★ * ★ 

The bloodshed at Tuy Hoa, 
on South Vietnam's central 
coast, apparently stemmed 
from Inter-unit rivalries 
which flared inside an en¬ 
listed men’s club and turned 
into a fistfight involving 
scores of men who battled 
outside die club. 

"When other methods 


failed, the deputy post com¬ 
mander directed the military 
police to use CS (tear gas) 
canisters to break up the 
fighting," one source at head¬ 
quarters reported.

"Four canisters were used, 
but they were ineffective. 
Almost immediately following 
use of the canisters, a 
fragmentation grenade e x- 
ploded in the crowd." 

Of the 27 men wounded by 
the blast, 21 were treated and 
released at the base hospital. 
The six others were admitted 
for treatment but were re¬ 
ported "not in critical condi¬ 
tion." 

The post commander 
ordered all Tuy Hoa clu 
closed "to allow things to coof 
off," one source said.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI) — The 
outlawed Irish Republican Army tarred and fea¬ 
thered its fourth victim in 48 hours during the 
night, roping him like the other three to lamp-posts 
in a Roman Catholic neighborhood. 

Police said all four were found Monday in the 
Catholic Falls Road area with tar poured over their 
heads and bodies and chicken feathers sprinkled 
over the ooze. 

An anonymous caller said the incidents “should 
be taken as a warning to others." 


Constitution Hearing Told 

Canada Needs 
One-Price Base 


VANCOUVER (CP) — An 
Imaginative proposal to in¬ 
stitute a common price struc¬ 
ture across the country as a 
means of alleviating econ¬ 
omic disparities between re¬ 
gions and sharply opposing 
views on the monarchy high¬ 
lighted the final Vancouver 
hearing Sunday of the parlia¬ 
mentary committee* <*i the 
constitution. 

In one of 18 briefs pre¬ 
sented to the joint Commons- 
Senate committee before 
more than 600 persons. Jack 
Arnold of Vancouver proposed 
it be made mandatory all 
goods protected by tariff be 
made available to Canadians 
at the same price in any part 
of Canada.

Arnold, assistant to the 
general manager of the B.C. 
Safety Council but appearing 
as an individual, said the 
present tariff walls and 
freight-rate structure favor 
centrally-located industry 
dn Ontario and Quebec.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Canadian government has 
made a special appeal to 
druggists to cut the soaring 
toll of drug poisonings by 
voluntarily putting their prod¬ 
ucts into special safety wrap¬ 
pers or containers, it was 
learned Monday. 

"It should be possible to 
substantially reduce the num¬ 
ber of potential and actual 
poisonings 1 n children If 
safety packaging » used,” 
stated tile federal food and 
drug directorate in a letter to 
the drug industry. 

★ ★ ★ 

The letter, signed by direc¬ 
tor-general Dr. R. A. Chap¬ 
man, recommends druggists 
use packaging of the type that 
meets the safety standard 
adopted last March by the 
federal government. 

These specifications require 
a design that incorporates 
hand movement coordination 
of which children under age 
five or six Ae usually incap¬ 
able. 

The designs include such 
things as pill bottles with 
caps that must be pressed 
downward as they are turned 
and individual pills wrapped 
in clear packaging strips. 

★ ★ ★ 

A certain amount of present- 
day drugs now are dispensed 
in these containers and the 
food and drug directorate said 
it is appealing to all pharma¬ 
cists to take up the challenge 
of extending the safety meas¬ 
ures. 


Its letter notes that while 
tlie number of poisonings due 
to prescribed medicines can¬ 
not be determined, these and 
"over-th e-counter" drugs 
cause at least 25 per cent of 
poisoning cases of children 
under age four. 


Two New Galaxies 
Discovered 
In Earth’s Group 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 
Astronomers using facilities 
at four observatories to track 
down a report about strange 
space objects have discovered 
two p r eviously-undetected 
galaxies in the Earth’s galac¬ 
tic backyard. 

Tlie discovery Is similar to 
finding that an apparently 
vacant lot across the street 
has been the site of an 
invisible house for many 
years. 

Location of the two gal¬ 
axies, named Maffei 1 and 
Maffei 2, and their apparent 
size and distance from Earth 
was reported Sunday in The 
Astrophysical Journal by 
astronomers from the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Berkeley, 
the California Institute of 
Technology and the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington. 


The nine astronomers who 
wrote the article said that 
interstellar dust in the Milky 
Way Galaxy, of which Earth 
is a part, has obscured the 
two galaxies and delayed 
their detection. 

★ ★ ★ 

The discovery means 
astronomers must revise their 
concept of what they call the 
local group of galaxies, those 
nearest Earth. The local 
group previously was believed 
made up of five galaxiea — 
the Milky Way, of which the 
sun is a minor star, the 
Andromeda Galaxy and three 
smaller satellite galaxies. 

Andromeda is the nearest 
massive neighbor to the Milky 
Way and the most familiar 
galaxy in photos, science 
fiction and popular astron¬ 
omy.

PARIS (AP) — Fashion 
leaders on both sides of the 
Atlantic paid tribute today to 
Gabrielle Coco Chanel, the 
most influential dress de¬ 
signer of the 20th century, 
who died Sunday night at her 
suite in ,the Ritz. She was 87. 

Chanel “changed fashion 
more than any other de¬ 
signer,” said Norman Norell, 
the dean of American de¬ 
signers. "She’s the one who 
made women comfortable . .. 
There may be other designers 
who made more beautiful 
clothes, but she had the most 
influence.” 

* * ★ 

“One of the great designers 
of the century, who never 
sacrificed herself to the ten¬ 
dency of making fashion 
ridiculous,” said Marc Bohan 
of Dior. 

A chambermaid at her hotel 
found Chanel ill Sunday night, 
and she died shortly after. 
Officials of her fashion house 
said death apparently was 
due to a heart attack. 

The House of Chanel an¬ 
nounced that showing of her 
new spring and summer 
collection will begin on* 
schedule Jan. 26. She had 
been working on it Saturday 
and had approved 85 models. 

Chanel’s death also will not 
delay the opening in Cleve¬ 
land tonight of Coco, the 
musical based on her life in 
which Katharine Hepburn 
scored a smash hit last 
season. 

Chanel's revolutions in 
fashion brought haute couture 
in reach of the working girl 
after the First World War. 

“There are too many men 
in this business,” she said, 
"and they don’t know how to 
make wearable clothes for 
women. * 

When fashion descends to the 
street It’s a revolution, but 
when it comes up from the 
street it’s a catastrophe.” 

She rescued women from 
die corsets and long-skirted 
frills of the Edwardian and 
First World War eras, and in 
1916 introduced^ inexpensive 
jersey cloth to high fashion. 
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Tween suits with jersey 
blouses, bell-bottomed 
trousers, trenchcoats and pea 
jackets turtleneck sweaters 
and the collared and cuffed 
little black dress were Coca 
innovations. She introduced 
the sailor hat. and when she 
impulsively bobbed her hair 
one night • another fashion 
sensation tvas bom. She made 
costume jewelry respectable. 

The box jacket and simple 
skirt of the Chanel suit 
probably has been copied 
more often and in more price 
ranges than any other gar¬ 
ment designed by a couturier. 

Millions who didn’t know 
Chanel for her fashion designs 
knew her for the perfume she 
introduced in 1922 and named 
after her lucky number. 
Chanel No. 5 l>ecame the 
most famous perfume in the 
world and the foundation for 


NEW YORK (AP) — United 
States President R1 e h a r d 
Nixon got two votes and 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
Communist China one in the 
polling for the international 
best-dressed list of 1970. It 
wasn’t enough to elect either 
of them. 

In fact, Mme. Georges 
Pompidou, wife of the presi¬ 
dent of France, was the only 
member of a nation’s top 
political family to make this 
year’s list. .

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Aphid Top Pest 


In our part of the country, the most 
serious insect pest we must contend 
with is the aphid. Not that the 
individual aphid docs such a terrible 
amount of harm, but because fheir 
prolific rate of propagation is such 
they could overrun the whole garden in 
a single season if allowed to multiply 
uncontrolled. Moreover, the aphid is 
the most common vector that transmits 
disease from a sick plant to a healthy 
one. 


At this season of the year, most 
kinds of aphids have died or gone into 
hibernation, but their eggs have been 
laid — tiny, shiny oval eggs in masses 
on our shrubs and trees. It is from 
these eggs most of next summer’s 
troubles will hatch if we don’t do 
something about them. 

The winter wash is the answer to 
aphid eggs — and to auite a few other 
troubles too — and for my money, the 
dormant winter spray is the most 
important one of the year. Ideally, fruit 
trees and soft fruit bushes should be 
sprayed seven times per year — this is 
the government recommendation for- 
commercial growers —- but seven 
sprayings is a bit too strenuous for the 
backyard gardener. In cutting down to 
a more easily handled routine, though, 


the winter wash should be the last to be 
abandoned. 

Apart from killing aphid eggs, the 
winter wash helps control the small 
shell-like scale insects that so often 
infest plums, cherries and peaches. It 
will also destroy the spores of the apple 
scab fungus and help eradicate the 
lichens, moss and green algae on the 
bark. While moss on a tree does no 
particular harm in itself, it provides 
some shelter to insect pests and fungus 
disease spores seeking winter quarters. 

The sprays used for winter washing 
are caustic in nature, and can only be 
used when the trees and shrubs are 
fully dormant. This means any time 
after the leaves have fallen in the 
autumn and before the buds start 
swelling in early spring. Obviously, 
these corrosive sprays may not be used 
on evergreens.

The soft fruits — gooseberries, 
currants, logans. raspberries and black¬ 
berries — should come first, along with 
the stone fruits — peaches, plums, 
cherries and apricots — as these start 
into growth so early in the spring, and 
if you put off the winter wash too long, 
you may miss the safe period. 

Apples and pears may be left until 
later, taking advantage of any spell of 
good spraying weather that may come 
along. Strawberries and nut trees are 


not sprayed, but it is a good idea to do 
any fully dormant ornamental shrubs, 
small trees and roses along with the 
fruit, except, of course, the winter¬ 
flowering kinds and the evergreens. 

The best spray to clear off moss and 
kill bug eggs is a tar or petroleum 
distillate sold under the name Spray Oil 
or Dormant Oil Emulsion, but this 
preparation isn’t much good for pre¬ 
venting scabby apples and pears, lime 
sulphur cleans up scab, but isn’t very 
effective against insect eggs.

Fortunately, the two are compatable 
and may be mixed together without loss 
of efficiency, and a pretty good all¬ 
purpose dormant spray is two cupfuls of 
liquid lime sulphur plus one cupful of 
dormant oil emulsion in one gallon of 
water. 

Apply as a drenching spray, making 
sure every part of the tree is wetted to 
the drip-off point. Grass, growing plants 
and evergreen shrubs nearby should be 
covered and protected from the caustic 
spray, and it is a wise precaution for 
the operator to wear goggles and smear 
his face and hands with barrier cream 
or vaseline. 

Incidentally, this spray is grand for 
cleaning moss and slime from crazy 
paving and stepping stones which 
become dangerously slippery from this 
cause.

How Armies Work! 


WASHINGTON — There 
are some people who believe 
that there was a Machiavel¬ 
lian plan behind the army’s 
intelligence operation to keep 
tabs on American civilians, 
1 n c 1 uding governors, con¬ 
gressmen arfQ senators. 

Anyone who thinks that, 
just doesn’t know how the 
army works. This is what 
really happened: 

About four years ago a very 
GI army sergeant walked into 
a squad room of the 1st 
regimental intelligence pla¬ 
toon, made up of 30 draftees 
al Fort Holabird in Balti¬ 
more, and found four of them 
in a crap game.

“If that’s all you guys have 
to do,” he said angrily, “We’ll 
find ways to keep you busy.” 

“What should we do 
sarge?’’ One of the draftees 
said. 

“Go out and follow some¬ 
body. It will be a good 
exercise for you. I don’t want 
to see anyone in these bar¬ 
racks before six o’clock in the 
evening.” 

The four draftees left the 
barracks and went to down¬ 


town Baltimore; each chose 
someone to follow. One 
followed a go-go dancer who 
had just gotten off work; 
another followed an attractive 
lady with a shopping bag. 

A third followed a high 
school student who was going 
to a Baltimore Oriole baseball 
game, and the fourth followed 
a well-dressed middle aged 
man who was sneaking in to 
see a dirty movie. 
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Tlie next day the four 
draflees handed in their re¬ 
ports to the sergeant, who 
wasn’t quite sure what to do 
with them. So he started a 
file titled "Civilian Intelli¬ 
gence.” 

When the four told their 
buddies how much fun they 
had, the rest of the platoon 
went out the next day. and 
they started following people. 
They handed In their reports, 
and pretty soon the sergeant 
discovered he didn’t have the 
manpower to read and pro¬ 
cess them. 

He took his dilemma to his 
captain, who immediately 
realized the consequences of 
what had been started. 


If his men stopped following 
civilians, he would have a 
problem explaining why they 
started doing it in the first 
place. 

But if they continued their 
work, it would look as if it 
had all been part of a plan 
which had been conceived by 
his unit. 

He not only authorized 
con tinued surveillance of 
Baltimore citizens, but or¬ 
dered it to be stepped up. 

Pretty soon everyone at 
Fort Holabird was out follow¬ 
ing someone in the Baltimore 
area, and the reports were 
piling up by the thousands. 

The captain's commanding 
officer, a colonel not wanting 
to rock the boat, asked for 
2,000 more men and a com¬ 
puter complex to process all 
the reports.

The request was made to 
the Pentagon. This was the 
first time Washington was 
aware that the army had 
been following civilians. 

A general in intelligence 
became concerned that a 
Baltimore newspaper might 
gel hold of the story, and 


there could be congressional 
inquiries as to why the army 
was only following people in 
Maryland. 

So he ordered intelligence 
units all over the country to 
start following civilians in 
their own areas. In t^iis way 
the army wouldn’t look as if 
it had anything personal 
against people who lived in 
Baltimore. s

With reports flowing in 
from all over the country, the 
Pentagon hud to turn over an 
entire wing to the operation, 
and a billion dollars from the 
Food for Peace program was 
allotted to the unit for 
incidental expenses. 

The operation would have 
gotten even bigger except 
that the four draftees who 
had been caught in the crap 
game were discharged, and 
one of them spilled the beans 
on television. 

An embarrassed Pentagon 
had no choice but to put out a 
new order, which said that 
under no conditions was a 
sergeant permitted to ever 
break up a crap game in U.S. 
army barracks again.

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Three Bullets in Murdered Man 


Three bullets were found 
lodged in the body of Hardev 
Singh Gill when an autopsy 
was performed, a pathologist 
testified Monday at the trial 
of Sewa Singh Guray which 
opened in Victoria assize 
court. 

Guray, 38, of 1292 Denman, 
is charged with non-capital 
murder in the death of Gill, 
28, of New Westminster, Nov. 
7. 


Before B.C Supreme Court 
Judge J. G. Gould and a 12- 
member jury. Dr. Gino Mon- 
tessori. a pathologist at Royal 
Jubilee Hoapital, testified that 
one bullet had entered Gill’s 
body at the base of the heck, 
one had gone into his right 
side, and a third had entered 
his back. 

The first bullet had gone 
through one lung and a main 
artery, and the third had 


passed through both lungs, he 
said. “Massive’’ bleeding had 
occurred in the chest cavity, 
he 9aid, and this was held to 
be the main cause of death. 
★ ★ ★ 

In his opening statement to 
the jury, prosecutor Kenneth 
Murphy outlined the evidence 
the crown would present to 
the jury. 

He would show, he said, 
that Gill came to Victoria

Found Guilty, 
Due Today 


Siegfried Marquardt is ex¬ 
pected to appear in Victoria 
County Court this morning for 
sentence after being found 
guilty on 12 counts of fraud 
by Judge M. L. T. Drake 
Monday. 

The 24-hour remand before 
sentencing was asked for by 
defence lawyer David Wil¬ 
liams who said he wished to 
call evidence into Mar- 
quardt’s character. 

Prosecutor Brian Smith 
stated he felt Marquardt, 38, 
of 2841 Sea View Road, 
Saanich, should be remanded 
in custody, but Drake, on 
request from Williams, 
allowed bail of $15,000 previ¬ 
ously put up to continue. 

★ ★ ★ 

Marquardt was convicted nf 
defrauding V. I. Shipyards 
Ltd. of more than $22,500 
during late 1968 and early 
1969. His 14-day trial, held 
before Drake without a jury, 
ended Dec. 17 with 186 
exhibits entered into proceed¬ 
ings and more than 1,500 
pages of transcript produced. 

But at that time Drake 
remanded Marquardt until 
Monday for judgment so that 
he could review all the 
evidence which had been 
given. 

The case centred around a 
project to convert an old U.S. 
navy vessel, the Robert 
Emery, into a floating marine 
entertainment centre to be 
moored at San Francisco’s 
Fishermen’s Wharf. The ves¬ 
sel has since been sold for 
scrap. 

In eleven of the twelve 
counts, the crown charged 


that Marquardt had used 
project funds from the 
Emery project for other pur¬ 
poses but by means of false 
notations on cheques had 
made it appear that the 
money was used on the ship. 

The twelfth count involved 
the transfer of funds from 
V.I. Shipyards to a firm 
called Frisco Bay Consult¬ 
ants. which was run by 
Marquardt. 

In his judgment Drake said 
he had found it necessary to 
reject the submission of Wil¬ 
liams that Marquardt could 
not defraud V.I. Shipyards 
because it was his "corporate 
alter ego.’’ 

Although he agreed that 


Marquardt’s actions had 
led, he said, to falsified books 
for the company and also to a 
"diminution of the funds” of 
V.I. Shipyards, which showed 
the company had suffered 
harm. 

The twelfth count Drake 
described as the "furtive 
milking of V.I. Shipyards of 
its available cash." 

★ ★ ★ 

The manner of transfer of 
the cash could best be 
described as "devious,” he 
said, and though open deceit 
and falsehood were not prac¬ 
tised, he felt that what the 
Criminal Code describes as 
"other fraudulent means” had 
been employed to the detri-

been basically in control of 
the firm, it was still possible 
In law for him to defraud it, 
Drake said, citing various 
legal precedents for this.

The main questions in the 
case then, he said, were 
whether Marquardt had in¬ 
tended to defraud the com¬ 
pany and whether the com¬ 
pany had suffered because of 
his actions. 

Taking the first eleven 
counts as a group, Drake said 
he did not “regard as ade¬ 
quate" Marquardt’s explana¬ 
tion that the purpose of the 
false notations was to mislead 
the income tax officers. 

If one sets out to defraud 
one party and in the course of 
doing so defrauds another, 
one could still be charged 
with fraud against the second, 
he said.

from Vanoouver the day of 
his death, spent time with 
some friends, and that in the 
evening he and a woman went 
out to purchase some liquor. 

Having bought some, the 
woman wished to speak to her 
insurance agent, so they went 
to a house on Denman Street. 
The insurance agent and his 
nephew got into the back of 
the car and there was some 
talking and drinking, Murphy 
said. 

He would endeavor to show, 
he said, that during this time 
Guray came to the insurance 
agent’s house and got in the 
back of the car with the 
insurance agent and the 
nephew. 

★ ★ * 

Guray later left the car, he 
said, and shortly after the 
agent and his nephew also left 
to return to their house. The 
woman, who was driving, was 
about to start the car, he 
would show, he said, but 
before she did so. Guray 
returned and fired four bul¬ 
lets at Gfll, who was in the 
passenger's side of the car in 
the front seat. 

He would show, he said, 
that a revolver was found 
between two houses near the 
oar. that the shots whiqj^ 
killed Gill came from this 
gun, and that a box with 11 
bullets of the same calibre as 
the gun were found in a flour 
bin in Guray’s house. 

★ * ★ 

Monday afternoon police 
witnesses testified concerning 
the finding of the gun and the 
bullets. Constable Terry 
Toone told court that he had 
found a black Ivor Johnson 
.32-calibre revolver on a bare 
patch of earth near the base 


of an oil tank between two 
houses at 1283 and 1281 
Denman. When he and 
another officer checked the 
gun, it was found to contain 
one live cartridge and .four 
spent casings, he said. 

* ★ * 

Constable Thomas Anderson 
said that while searching 
Guray's house, he found in 
the kitchen a galvanized 
metal garbage can about two- 
thirds filled with flour. 

On prodding in the flour 
with a broom handle, he 
found about eight to ten 
inches down, a paper bag 
containing a box with 11 .32- 
calibre Smith and Wesson 
cartridges, "apparently live” 
in it, he said. 

Two other police officers 
testified about the arrest of 
Guray. 

Constable Bruce Hallstead 
told court that when he 
entered Guray's house about 
half an hour after the shoot¬ 
ing, he and another constable 
found Guray in his bed. On 
seeing the officers, Guray 
"opened one eye,” then closed 
it again, Hallstead testified. 

* ★ ★ 

He and the other constable 
got Guray up and handcuffed 
him. and he was taken away 
by a sergeant shortly after¬ 
wards. 

Detective Lou Truesdale 
said he climbed over a fence 
and porch wall to get to the 
house, then banged on the 
door and shouted. When it 
was opened, he grabbed the 
man behind it, but this was 
not Guray. he said. 

There were 15 person* In 
the house altogether, Trues- 
dale said, including three 
young children. 


Under cross-examination by 
defence lawyer Dermod Owen- 
Flood, he said that police 
tracing of the revolver had 
found it last registered in 1947 
to Omer Deen, of Port 
Albemi and Victoria. 

★ ★ ★ 

Testimony was given con¬ 
cerning the drinking of alco¬ 
hol on the evening of Gill's 
death. Monte* sort testified 
that a blood sample taken 
from Gill’s body gave a blood 
alcohol reading of .14 per cent 
which, he said, meant the 
man was "fairly intoxicated." 

Hallstead said he smelled 
alcohol on Guray's breath 
when he was with him, and 
an ambulance attendant who 
went to the scene, John 
McMillan, said he noticed 
whisky, soft drinks, and paper 
cups in the car. 

Earlier, Phangan Singh Gill, 
of Richmond, testified that 
the person who died was his 
nephew. He didn’t think his 
nephew knew Guray, he said. 

A jury comprised of 10 men 
and two women was chosen 
earlier Monday from a panel 
of 56. Of the jurors called, 
Owen-Flood rejected 12 with¬ 
out giving any reason, the 
maximum he was allowed to 
so reject. Murphy asked that 
six not be chosen. 

The trial continues today.

Monday night the parents not 
only are, thankful that there is 
a facility for their children, 
whose problems at times 
seemed beyond remedy, but 
that the scliool might now 
continue. 

'The group has received $500 
from the Victoria Central 
Lions Club. $200 from H. K. 
Fowler and Sons Ltd., a 
construction firm, and $800 in 


a raffle organized by society 
members. 

Tliis was enough money to 
pay the teacher, who had 
worked witliout fee to the end 
of December. The society-had 
been embarrassed that it 
could not pay her before then. 

The group now hopes to add 
two _ children to the class, 
bringing its enrolment to six. 


However, volunteer classroom 
aides are needed — 10 are 
required to work with each 
child — and Mrs. Cawsey said 
’anyone Interested should tele¬ 
phone'385-1282. 

Autism is a mysterious dis¬ 
ease that causes children to be 
withdrawn and unable to res¬ 
pond in normal ways. Never¬ 
theless, the youngsters often 
develop exceptional abilities.

Bucher Ransom 

Prisoners

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) — The Brazilian gov¬ 
ernment moved Monday to release 70 political prison¬ 
ers, and Chile announced they were aboard an aircraft 
on their way to exile there, as ransom for kidnapped 
Swiss ambassador Giovanni Enrico Bucher. 


The Brazilian government 
had asked for a new com¬ 
munique from the kidnappers 
and signed by Bucher, speci¬ 
fying that they would release 
the ambassador as soon as 
the 70 prisoners reached 
Chile, expected early today. 

Late Monday, there was no 
official word of such a 
communique being delivered. 

The release of 70 political 
prisoners is the highest ran¬ 
som ever paid for a kid¬ 
napped diplomat in Latin 
America. The previous high 
was 40 prisoners whom the 
Bra zilian government re¬ 
leased in June, 1970, and flew 
to Algeria as ransom for West 
German ambassador Ehren- 
fried von Hollenben.

Bucher was kidnapped by 
terrorists five weeks ago 
Monday, Dec. 7. 

T h e kidnappers initially 
demanded the release of 70 
prisoners as ransom, but 
negotiations were completed 
slowly because the military 
government refused to release 
prisoners held for serious 
crimes or serving long sen¬ 
tences.

Centennial Church Service 


4 We Live in Fear’ 
Of Grave Problems 


DUNCAN — The B.C. cen¬ 
tennial year was officially 
launched at Duncan with a 
special service Sunday at St. 
John’s Anglican Church. 

Laurie Wallace, general 
chairman of the provincial 
c e n tennial committee, re¬ 
ferred to this centennial as 
the fourth in a little more 
than 20 years, “and the fifth, 
if you count the active part 
we played in the celebration 
of the 100th anniversary of 
Canadian confederation. 


‘When the word was first 
used in a Canadian sense, no 
one was thinking of ‘domin¬ 
ion’ in the terms of power, 
except in the sense of juris¬ 
dictional authority. 

“Instead. I prefer to think, 
the psalmist’s true meaning 
was intended — in the 
seventh and eighth verses of 
the 72nd psalm, say, “In his 


days shall the righteous flour¬ 
ish; and abundance of peace 
so long as the moon endureth. 
He shull have dominion also 
from sea to sea and from the 
river unto the ends of the 
earth.’ 

“This is the time, now, to 
offer thanksgiving for the 
expression of the ideal and to 
pray for the strength and 
wisdom that will be required 
to make it work.” 

Concluding h i s address. 
Wallace warned of grave 
problems: “Graver perhaps 
than mankind has ever known 
before. Until we can end 
starvation in much of the 
world, until we can end the 
cult of subversion, until we 
can end environmental deter¬ 
ioration, until we can end the 
erosion of moral and spiritual 
standards, until all this hap¬ 
pens we must live in fear. 

“A Canada united, free and 


strong, can lead the way in 
doing all these things. That is 
what this centennial is all 
about." 

Also taking part in the 
centennial service, under the 
direction of Rev. Allan. Kerr, 
were Duncan's centennial 
committee chairman Aid. 
Martin Lukaitis and David 
Haywood, representing Cowi- 
chan school board. 

Presenting a centennial flag 
to the church, Wallace ex¬ 
plained the three C’s stand 
for Canada, confederation and 
centennial.

Debate Pledge Reneived 

Order Act: No Decision

OTTAWA — Acting prime 
minister Mitchell Sharp says 
no decision has been reached 
about whether to introduce 
permanent legislation to re¬ 
place the temporary Public 
Order Emergency Measures 
Act. which expires April 30. 

Sharp indicated Monday 
that the government would 
not make a decision until it 
has established what the con¬ 
census of Parliament is on the 
subject. 

* * * 

The government lias 
pledged to set aside time 
liefore .the end of the current 
session tbNlebate the subject 
of special powers to deal with 
civil unrest. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
first made the pledge after his 


government invoked the War 
Measures Act in October. He 
reiterated the pledge after 
Parliament passed the Tem¬ 
porary Measures Act. 

Sharp told Opposition Leader 
Robert Stanfield in the Com¬ 
mons that a decision "has not 
yet been reached” about the 
manner in which the matter 
will be put before the Com¬ 
mons. 


A date has not yet been set 
for the debate, but the acting 
prime minister said it wduld 
lie scheduled for the “near 
future.” 

In reply to other questions 
from former prime minister 
John Diefenbaker, Sharp re¬ 
iterated that the government 
does not intend to withdraw 
the Temporary Measures Act. 

Hie acting prime minister 
said, however, that it was 
"not necessarily” the govern¬ 


ment's intention to keep the 
Public Order Act in effect 
until such time as some form 
of permanent legislation has 
been brought before Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The Public Order Act will 
remain in effect until April 30 
this year, unless it is revoked 
before that time. At present, 
even though the act remains 
in effect, the powers it 
provides are not being fully 
employed. 


Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa’s cabinet decided 
last week to recommend 
continuance of the act, but to 
recommend to police forces 
that the powers under the act 
be employed only in excep¬ 
tional cases. For the most 
part, die continuing investiga¬ 
tion of terrorism in Quebec 
will be carried out under 
normal police procedures.

Terrorism Trials Open 
With Sedition Charge 


• In Greater Victoria and 
Vancouver, the blanket of 
snow and icy streets com¬ 
bined with a transit strike to 
put pressure on cab com¬ 
panies and drain stores of 
prospective customers. 

Victoria escaped the school 
closures that became common 
at other Vancouver Island 
points and on the mainland. 

The weatherman could offer 
no good news. 

In Greater Victoria, where 
the snowfall Sunday night and 
Monday ranged from four to 
eight inches, die forecast was 
for at least another two 
inches overnight and today.

A spokesman for the 
weather office at Victoria 
International Airport said an 
Arctic air mass was deepen¬ 
ing over the area and could

Bucher Ransom 

Prisoners 
On Way 

To Chile 


RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) — The Brazilian gov¬ 
ernment moved Monday to release 70 political prison¬ 
ers, and Chile announced they were aboard an aircraft 
on their way to exile there, as ransom for kidnapped 
Swiss ambassador Giovanni Enrico Bucher. 

The Brazilian government 
had asked for a new com¬ 
munique from the kidnappers 
and signed by Bucher, speci¬ 
fying that they would release 
the ambassador as soon as 
the 70 prisoners reached 
Chile, expected early today. 


Late Monday, there was no 
official word of such u 
communique being delivered. 

The release of 70 political 
prisoners is the highest ran¬ 
som ever paid for a kid¬ 
napped diplomat in Latin 
America. The previous high 
was 40 prisoners whom the 
Bra zilian government re¬ 
leased in June. 1970, and flew 
lo Algeria as ransom for West 
German ambassador Ehren- 
fried von Hollenben. 


Bucher was kidnapped by 
terrorists five weeks ago 
Monday, Dec. 7. 

However, other Rio reports 
denied that the prisoners were 
already on their way, saying 
the 70 have been assembled 
in Rio and a plane was stand¬ 
ing by at Rio airport to fly 
tliem into exile. The actual 
departure arrangements are

shrouded in military censor¬ 
ship, however. 

Bucher is the fourth diplo¬ 
mat kidnapped by terrorists 
in Brazil in the past 16 
months. The other three, 
including U.S. Ambassador C. 
Burke Elbrick, were.freed in 
exchange for a total of 60 
prisoners. 

in addition to the U.S. and 
West German ambassadors, 
Japanese consul Nobon 
Okuchi was kidnapped and 
subsequently ransomed i n 
March 1970 for five prisoners.
